I was delayed in answering your letter of December 21, 2001 because I had to go 
to the bank vault to check my examples of the items you acquired. The 1780 
Massachusetts $20 counterfeit has a dull red serial number, one dull red signature on the 
front and a dull red signature on the back. The S€xond front signature is in brown ink. 
This is the same as the genuine ones. The watermaric in the paper is false and is pictured 
in the color section in the 4* edition of The Early Paper Money of America . The violet 
ink you describe is not normal and may have been caused by exposure to sunlight or a 
chemical exposure which caused the diange. I have never seen violet ink used. 

All Continental currency with two signatures has one signature in dull red ink and 
one signature in brown. The red ink signature may be on the top or on the bottom. 

I have 5 diff^ent counterfeit varieties of the $50 Continentals of September 26, 
1778 and all have signatures in the two colors. It is perfectly possible that the 
counterfeiters made an occasional signing error (perfiaps one person signed both 
signatures sometimes). I will list your Jno. James as a false signature in my next edition, 
if any. 

Keep on collecting and studying this exciting field. I enclose a signed picture as 
you requested.

Numismatist Kenneth Bressett will be honored for his 60th 
year as editor of the Red Book of U.S. Coins with a fine art 
medal issued this year by the Rittenhouse Society. The high 
relief medal bearing the author and editor's portrait on the 
obverse also bears an illustration of this year's Red Book - 
shown in color! - behind his portrait. It is the 60th edition in 
which he has been associated with this annual publication. 

This is also the first ever American art medal issued with a 
surface in multi color produced by a new technology!

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It is fitting this American first in the medallic and numismatic 
fields will be to honor a Rittenhouse Society member. Ken 
Bressett has supported the Society since its founding in 1957 
and attending every one of the Society's annual gatherings. 

His writings in the numsimatic field are documented by a list 
of 1 6 of his published works noted on the reverse of the 
medal. This side replicates the design inspired by the reverse 
of the Eric Newman Centennial Medal -- issued last year on 
this Rittenhouse Society member's one hundredth birthday -- 
with titles of the author's works on the spines of the books 
shown in the design. 

The technology for producing color on a medallic surface has 
been in use by mints in Europe, Australia and Canada, but 
only on coins. This is the first to be employed on a fine art 
medal in America and a first for the Medallic Art Company 
which produced the medal. The technology, called "pad 
printing," is created by a machine manufactured in Germany. 
Medallic Art acquired two of the machines earlier this year. 

Originally the medal was intended to be 60 millimeters in 
diameter, similar to the Newman Medal. However the 
maximum size the new machine can accomodate is 56 
millimeters. Thus the Bressett Medal size was changed 
slightly. That's pushing the technology envelope to its 
extreme! 

The medal was designed and modeled by the same two 
seasoned artists which prepared the Newman Centennial 
Medal. Designed by Joel Iskowitz, a Master Designer of the 
U.S. Mint who has created more than 70 coin and medal 
designs for the U.S. government and dozens more as private 
commissions. He chose a side view portrait of Ken 
superimposed on the cover of a 2012 Red Book.

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The Bressett Medal was modeled by Luigi Badia, who also 
has created coin models for foreign countries, and more than 
1200 models for American clients, including the Carnegie 
Hero Medal bearing Andrew Carnegie's portrait. The sculptor 
works in clay and plaster in extreme oversize -- these models 
are 14 inches in diameter! Thus extremely fine detail can be 
reproduced even when reduced to a medal 2 3/16-inch 
diameter as is this 56mm medal. 

The bronze medals will be available for purchase at the 
Rittenhouse Breakfast. Silver medals will be availalbe by 
special order. The medals are sold at cost to Rittenhouse 
members.

I just received The 1990 Oman Proof Set and the 1991 Jamaica Proof Set which 
I ordered. 

The coins are beautiful. 

I want to issue a complaint about the boxes in which they are mounted. The adhesive 
which holds the flap of the top portion to the base seems to be some kind of non- 
drying material which is weak and sometimes peals off when the box is opened. 

It is hard enough to open in any event because the snap lock is poorly designed. 

The basic complaint I have is that the adhesive is probably rubber cement, which 
contains sulphur. If that is true, the coins will darken by virtue of the chemical 
in the rubber cement.

Being Historian for Lansingburgh, New York, a letter you wrote 
to the Troy Public Library, re early Lansingburgh museums and money 
was shown to me, 

I would very much like to have a photocopy of the Lansingburgh notes 
ybu have. If they have a persons name op them, it may help me to 
identify them as I know a great deal about Lansingburgh history and 
people , 

In the early Lansingburgh newspapers (papers start in 1?86) I have 
seen references to museum displays. We had a very early Library 
here, but as I recall these references, they were to private museums 
in Lansingburgh. 

You may be interested in this reference to Lansingburgh money 
"Shin Plasters "—although later. I believe it is from the Lansingburgh 
Gazette June 4, I 838 and it is an interesting piece about Lansingburgh 
SMn Plasters which are being counterfeited- two examples were turned 
into the Editor of the paper and he explains how to tell the genuine 
Lansingburgh notes from the false. The two Shin Plasters were of 73^ 
denomination, the genuine Lansingburgh notes have the vrord LANSINGBURGH 
across the spread of the Eagle — the counterfeits have left this off. 

The genuine notes read "Payable in current bank bills, vrhen presented 
in the sum of 5 dollars." The signatures on the false notes are very 
poor. One has the signature of C . P. Ives and one has J. P. Parmelee 
(Chauncy P, Ives and Jabez P. Parmelee ) -All genuine notes have the 
word Lansingburgh over the bignette- etc. 

See page 3 column five of the Lansingburgh Gazette of June 4, I 838 - 
Monday-for full account. 

Another item about MEDALS may also be in your line- Lansingburgh 
Gazette Thursday March 5 » 18^8. — Medals had been issued by Alexander Walsh 
(a merchant) in 1835 having design of a plow-and the inscription. "Speed 

the Plow" and coppers issued in 1834 bearing a full length likeness 

of Lafayette, and the inscription, "Lafayette a friend to America and 

Preedom," Persons will confer a favor in leaving them at the General 

Store in Lansingburgh (2'ash value will be given. 

Reference is to Alexander Walsh's General Store, I have much data on 
him and his family, 

Lansingburgh was founded in I77I and this is our Bicentennial year. 

We have had some event each month since May and will conclude in October, 
Among other things^ we ^ad published a Booklet on Lansingburgh, which you 
may like. I am sending you a complimentary copy, I also had articles 
published each week or almost each week in the Troy Record, as we have 
no paper of our own now. The last Lansingburgh paper was published about

One of the girls in the Troy Library is going to check Lansingburgh 
papers to see if she had find any reference you need, but I fear she will 
find this difficult, Lansingburgh always had at least one paper and often 
two at the same time.

From the beginning this was a real settlement-village and entirely 
self sufficient. It had everything. Its developement was ;rather 
different than most early towns, as it was laid out according to a>^ 
plan of the founder Abraham Jacob Lansing. This was a great ad- 
vantage and the place grew very fast. In the early days our 35 
Inns could not take care of the people arriving to settle. After 
the first Dutch settlers the New England people came, especially from 
Connecticut. This is why we had a Library, a noted Academy, good 
Newspapers and Shipyards etc. all so early.
